It is im the center of a large 
estate, upon which thirty-two peas- 
ant families live. The Count operates 
a ouring mill, which produces about 
4,000 pounds of four a day. It is lighted 
with electricity and usesthe roller process. 
Between Brazza, as the name ofthe castle is 
shortened to, and Udine, two cotton mills 


have deen erected. Each employs 1,800 
hands. Both are perated Dy stock compa- 
nies, of which the Count is a member. Tuey 
have been operated ten or twelve years. 
Udine, a city of 33,000, has electric lights.

Just what the more conservative ofthe 
Missouri horse breeders have hoped for now 
promises to be the outcome of the organiza- 
tion of a State association. When Mr. 
Joseph D. Lucas’ real position is explained 
his alleged opposition to the Agricultural 
and Mechanical Association assumes a new 
and milder phase. 

**Iam rather surprised, said Mr. Lucas 
this morning, that charges were made that 
Ihave been fighting the Fatr Grounds Asso- 
ciation. I have nothing but the kindliest 
feelings for that organization. I went to 
school with Bolla Wells, the retiring 
President, and with C. C0. Matt, 
Mr. Wells“ proposed successor. §l am 
on the friendliest possible terms with 


the Fair Grounds directors. Capt. Bellair 3 
and I have never had a harsh word,’’ 

Mr. Lucas says he was not one of the orig- 
inators of the Horse Breeders’ Association, 
but on the contrary the movement had been 


under way some time before he was 
ever made acquainted with it. He 
is not in the racing business, 
but merely a §breeder and all he 


Gesires is the establishment fof a place on 
the order of Tattersalls where horse sales 
may be held ail the year round and horse 
shows given. 

‘*So far from being 
Fair Association,’’ sal 

Mr. Lucas, I prefer having the place es- 
tablished onthe Fair Grounds Association 
grounds and afillate with the association 
provided the Fair Association can effect an 
arrangement whereby t can give the 
Breeders’ Association a piece of ground that 
will be free from all in- 
cumbrance, as my idea is that we 
should erect improvements to cost $50,000 or

However, it they can by 
any means arrange to give usa piece of prop- 
erty free of debt as I suggest,I should heartily 
approve of the Breeders’ Association locat- 
ing on the Fair Grounds N and work 
ing in conjunction with tne Fair Associatioa, 
and I will bead a list with a $5,000 subscrip- 
* the purpose of carrying this idea 
out.“ 

As for the circular against the Fair Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Lucas says ne had no hand 
whatever in its preparation and circulation. 
He had been outspoken in his topposition to 
it and also cast his vote at the breeders’ 
Meeting to have it repudiated. His 
only ioterest in the breeders’.movement, 
he@said, is a breeder of thoroughbreds, with 
a natural desire to have a place where they 
could be sold to advantage. 

Instead of opposing the Fair Associa- 
tion,“ Mr. Lucas concluded, ‘*I held my sale 
of colts at the Fair Grounds last spring, and 
expect to sell mv nextcropof yearlings there 
during the coming spring meeting. I amin 
hopes we shall be able to effect an amicable 
arrangement with the Fair Association.’’

COXE TO SATOLLI. 


Another Open Letter Addressed to the 
Papal Delegate. 


BUFFALO, N. I., Nov. 14.—Bishop Cleve- 
land Coxe of the Episcopal Church has 
written another open letter to Mgr. Satolll. 
In part he says: ‘‘The Society of Jesuits is 
not a church, but a conspiracy.’* 

As a specification of this general charge 
Bishop Coxe points to the course of recent 
events in Buffalo, referring particularly to 
Satolli’s visit there and his open affiliation 
with the detestable element in tue citizen- 
ship of the town that is headed by Lieut.- 
Gov, Sheehan. The Bishop instances some 


of the outrageous acts of the Sheehan party 
and declares his belief that behind sheehan 
has been operating secretly the malignant 
influence of Jesuits. 

Lou and your retinue of dignitaries made 
common cause with the offender,’’he says to 
Satolll. In Maryland and in this State the 
farce of Liberalism having played out, you 
dropped your mask and openly made war on 
our public schools and grasped at the sacred 
fund on which they depend, to be employed 
In Jesuit schools, under an alien priesthood 
for the propagation of Sheehanized ideas of 
our constitutional rights and safeguards.’’ 

**I close this letter, said the Bishop. dy 
quoting the words of Washington himself, as 
showing what he would think of you. Thus 
he has taught me and all his countrymen: 
‘Against the insidious wiles of foreign influ- 
ence—I conjure you to believe me, fellow 
citizens—the jealousy of a free people ought 
to be constantly awake, since history and ex- 
perience prove that foreign influence is one

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SAVE THE FORESTS. 


Twelfth Annual Meeting of the American 
Forestry Association. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 14.—To-morrow 
the twelfth annual meeting of the American 
Forestry Association will be held in this city. 
The Secretary of the association says that 
not only has the policy of reserving public 
timber lands for forestry purposes estab- 
lished by the last Administration been .recog- 
nized y the present Administration— 
in reserving some 4,600,000 acres more 
(the Cascade range and Ashiand timber re- 
serves in Oregon), making the total acreage 
in forest reservations nearly 18,000,000, but 
there is ground for hope that some rational 
legislation for protecting these reserves may 
be enacted. 

One of the objects of the meeting is to use 
all proper means in securing the passage of 
House bill (H. R. 119) to protect public 
forest reservations, introduced and cham- 
ploned by Mr. McRae of Arkansas, which 
was reported favorably from the Committee 
on Public Lands and is now on the calendar, 
to be acted upon at any time. 

The provisions of the bill are extremely 
simple. Protection of the forest reservations 
(now comprising nearly 18,000,000 acres) 18 
sought by the — 1 — of the army, 
which has done such effective work in both 
the Yellowstone Park and Yosemite Reser- 
vations. 

The Secretary of the Interior is empowered 
to make such rules and regulations and es- 
tablish such service as will insure the objects 
of such reservations, namely, to regulate 
their occupancy ,to utilize the timber of com- 
mercial value, and to preserve the forest 
cover from destruction.’ 

The bill also empowers the Secretary to 
have cut and to sell timber on non- reserved 
lands under the same regulations as made 
for the forest reservations. 

At the convention to-morrow tie Secretary 
of -r Hon. J. Sterling Morton, 
President of the Association, will preside 
and speak. 

The Hon. Hoke Smith, Secretary of the In- 
terior, is expected to be present and to 
— his interest inthe forestry move- 
ment.

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NEW HIGH sCHOOLS?} 

While all admit that high school in- 
struction is very desirable it is question- 
able if an extension of high school facili- 
ties at this time would be wise or practi- 
cal. 

The aim of the school system is to pro- 
vide every child in the country with pri- 
mary education which shall be of im- 
mediate service in the practical affairs of 
life. All classes cheerfully contribute to 
maintain this system because the benefit is 
distributed among all classes. Instruction 
in the elementary branches is acknow!l- 
edged to be absolutely necessary, and 
hence the public grammar school, as 
the institution without which many ii 
not most of the people would be without 
any education at all, is the objeet of most 
jealous affection upon which money is 
willingly bestowed. 

With the High School, however, the 
case is not 60 clear. The value of the 
training cannot be overestimated, as all 
who have enjoyed a high school course 
will cheerfully testify, Its graduates are 
found among the foremost menin the com- 
munity and much of their success is due 
toits discipline. But comparatively few can 
take advantage of this opportunity. Most 
pupils drop their text books when they 
leave the grammar schools and go to work. 
They have not the means for support 
during the high school course. These are 
thousands in numbers. And there is 
grave doubt whether their interests are 
not often sacrificed for the benefit of the 
fortunate few. 

In St. Louis there isa pressing need for 
more grammar school room. This is uni- 
versally acknowledged, and the board is 
at its wits’ endsto find money to provide 
accommodations which will be even com- 
fortable. New buildings are demanded, 
old buildings must be enlarged, children 
have already been turned away, or the ses- 
sions have been shortened in order to ‘ac- 
commodate all the applicants. 

In view of this situation is it wise to 
think of two new high schools? Let us 
first provide every facility for the acquisi- 
tion of grammar school education by every 
childinthecity. When that is done it 
will be time enough to provide for the few 
who can afford the time for further train- 


ing. 
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POLITICAL SHAMS IN THE FUL II. 
It is likely that in most churches where 

politics is preached the preacher and the 
congregation are of the same political 
faith, and, no doubt, the pewmen are 
greatly refreshed by the occasional change 
from the monotonous reviews of the gos- 
pels which their preachers give them. 

It is not to be supposed, however, that 
Democrats will flock to Republican 
churches, or Republicans to Democratic 
churches, to be saved. Perhaps the 
churches ought to be so divided that a Re- 
publican may always feel that he may de- 
pend upon a Republican sermon, and a 
Democrat may know that he will hear onty 
the true Democratic doctrine on a Sunday. 

With the progress of churches in poli- 
tics, they might be of great service to pol- 
iticians. Notices for candidates might be 
read from the pulpit, and the church 
might be placarded with election bills 
urging all mémbers to ‘‘Vote for Smith;’?

The people of the United States are only 
interested in the part played by Mr.

The merits 
ofthe quarrel between her and her sub- 
jects are not relevant. From the evidence

The question whether or not the revolu- 
tion was accomplished with the aid of the 
American Minister is one which only an 
impartial survey of the evidence can de- 
termine. And when this is done we can 
only make whatever reparation is required 
and is possible, keeping in mind that we 
have no business with Hawaiian affairs 
and should not try to interfere with the 
islanders in their efforts to better their 
condition. 

The long debate in the Senate yesterday 
and the verbose letter from Mr. Carter do 
not contribute anything to the settlement 
of the trouble for the real question has not 
been touched upon. 

The upshot of the matter will probably 
be that we will stop negotiations and 
abandon all thought either of annexation 
or of restoration.

THE MORAL VIEW OF IT. 

The objection oftenest urged to an indi- 
vidual income tax is that it is hard to col- 
lect. We are informed that the men with 
the largest incomes resent the inquisition 
of government into their private affairs 
and will carry their opposition to the ex- 
tent of evasion through prevarication or 
flat perjury. 

Granting this, does it not prove too 
much? Is it not an admission that those 
who receive the most benefit from free 
government, who enjoy the choicest priv- 
ileges granted by the people, are indiffer- 
ent to the claims of citizenship, that they 
are unpatriotic and un-American? The in- 
dividuals who are thus accused may rightly” 
complain of the newspapers, which, pos- 
ing as the organs of privile ge, thus im 
peach their motives and depreciate their 
patriotism. 

But is it true? 

Certainly it is not borne out by the ex- 
perience of England, where the income 
tax one of the most valued feat- 
ures of the British fiscal system. Nor is 
it supported by the facts of our own short 
experience. Adopted as a war measure 
the income tax showed remarkable fiscal 
merit and had it been retained and devel- 
oped to its utmost capacity the depressing 
protection ‘policy would not have ex- 
panded into the atrocious system of \spe- 
cial legislation known as McKinleyism. 
It was paid without more murmuring than 
is heard atany tax, and the evasions were 
not more numerous than those incident to 
any other form of taxation. 

Morally it is certainly superior to the 
best indirect tax ever invented. HMvasions 
of the custons duties generally involve col- 
lusion with revenue officers, and the great 
whisky scandal of 1877 shows to what cor- 
rupting influences the internal revenue 
service is exposed. An impartial study of 
the facts will convince the inquirer that on 
its moral side the income tax needs less de- 
fense than the system which has been im- 
posed upon the country by the selfishness 
of individuals who use it as a means of 
obtaining undue advantages over their 
fellow-citizens.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

There is an army of unemployed men in our 
great city to-day who cannot find employ- 
ment of auy kind, absolutely unable to find 
work enongh to keep them from suffering 


with hunger or to provide a shelter from the 
elements at night, able-bodied men unable 
to find work even for their daily bread; this 
statement is not putting it too strong. 

The city authorities, after a trial, some 
years ago, declared the soup house“ plan 
of relieving distress impracticable, but I do 
not think a free lodging-house would De. 

Semething ought to be done to provide a 

lace for this army of homeless and money- 

ess men—where they might de free from 
molestation and safe from the stormy blasts 
of winter when they lie down to sleep. 

Railroad cars, vacant houses and stables 
are used by these unfortanate men as places 
of shelter at night, and if found there they 
are arrested, as it is a violation of the law. 
The question naturally arises where are they 
to find a lodging at night? If they are found 
in any of these places they are arrested for 
trespass. They can’t sleep ou the sidewalk, 
then where arethey to go? Many of these 
poor men are poorly clad—in fact all of them 
are, and sickness is oft times the result of 
their exposure in sleeping out. 

It occurred to mea couple of winters ago 
when acting Judge of the First District Po- 
lice Court that one of *he nee:ls of our great 
city to relieve the unfortunate was a free 
lod ging-house, or a number of them. 

It will de argued that many professional 
tramps will take advantage of this free 
lodging-house. Well suppose they do; 
many good men wiil be cared for, too, Of 
course it oughtto be under the supervision 
of the Police Department. 

Inthe name of those who have felt the 
bitter pangs of hunger, who this winter with 
chattering teeth and limbs palsied with 
cold, have prayed forthe sweet forgetful- 
ness of sleep, to shut out fora brief season 
the frost whose icy breath struck a chill to 
their hearts,and who have been a prey to 
the canker worm of grief and misery,’’ 1 
make this suggestion.

Most of the Big Pugilists of To-Day Are 
Tao Scientific to Injure One Another 


With Gloves—Nancy Hanks Retired— 
Pat Teveau Explodes the Latest Base 
Ball Yarn.

AS a matter of fact, however, the people 
cannot diseriminate between the boxing of 
to-day and the brutal prize fights of olden 
times. Yetthereis as much difference be- 
tween them as there is between cbalk and 


cheese. 

**Pugilism, like all genuine athietic sports, 
has progressed. It is no longer what might 
be called a brutal exhibition, in which the 
two men pummel each other antil one is so 
badly bruised that he is compelled to suc- 
cumb from punishment and exhaustion. 
It has beconié a science in which the clever- 
est man always comes out ahead, Like all 
other athletic sports, it is a question of skill 
and endurance. The men are trained for the 
contest in much the same manner that a 
horse is trained fora great race. They are 
put in the very best physical condition for a 
trial, whichis not only interesting, Dut ole - 
vating in many ways. They wear 
loves, which prevent them from 
doing any serious injury to their 
opponents, and it is a rare thing that 
a defeated pugilist requires the services of a 
physician. ‘ihe knock-out blow is nothing 
more than a sudden punch, which stuns the 
receiver for about ten ds, out really 
doesno harm. The knocked-out man re- 
covers quickly and suffers from no injury. 
At the close of the contest the principals are 
in just as good condition as before, save the 
tired feeling caused by the éxercise. The 
pee ge have witnessed a clever exhibition 
of skill, science and endurance, and have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the best man 
captured the prise. 


NaNCY Ranks RETIRED. 


The Queen of Trott -r: Will Be Brei to 
Arion Next Spring. 


Nancy Hanks, queen of the trotting turf, 
has been retired and is now domiciled at her 
owner’s, J. Malcolm Forbes, farm in Massa- 
chusetts. According toa dispatch in an ex- 
change,the announcement was made that she 
will be bred to Arion next spring. The story 
of Nancy Hanks’ career is familiar to the 
trotting world. Since her maiden rate, 
when she lost the first heat to Bonnie 
Wilmore, she has never been beaded to the 
wire by an adversary. Her 8-yedr-old record 
of2:244% gave way to a 4-year-old record of 
2:1, a 5-year-old record of 2:0 and a6-year- 
old record of 2:04. During the season just 
closed she was for the first time defeated, 
but by herselt alone; and, while the ter- 
rific strain of an unequaled series of miles at 
last found her out and she was unable to re- 
dace her record of 2:04, her mile at Indian- 
apolis in 2:0 was the first beat of the 
year. Of her public beats sixty-four were 
trotted in 2:30, of which thirty-one were 
below 2:15 and eighteen below 2:10. Her 
fastest mile, 2:04, was at Terre Haute; her 
fastest quarter, :29%, the third quarter of 
that mile; at Independence and at alla 
she trotted the first half in1:01;at Nashville 
she trotted the middle halt in 1:01%; at Terre 
Haute she finished the last half in 1:01%; ber 
best first quarter, :30, wasrecoraed at both 
Independence and Sedalia; best second 
quarter, :31, at both these places, at Nash- 
ville and at Boston and Chicago this year; at 
New Albany she trotted a last quarter in 
exactly :30. Her winnings, exclusive of 
seve purses for exhibitions in 1891, 
which no figures are quoted, reach $61,954.

SEAPPE SWUNG OFF. 


Executed at Pittsburg for Stabbing to 
Death Frank Helmstetter. 


THE OUTCOME OF AN ITALIAN GEN- 
ERAL FAMILY FIGHT. 


History of the Orime for Which He Paid 
the Legal Penelty-—The Raising of 
Funds Throughout the Country for the 
Defense—His Lawyers’ Vain Attempts 
fora Commutation-Joseph Seappe. 


PiITTsBURG, Pa., Dec. 14.—Angelo Sea ppe, 
convicted of the murder of Frank Helmstet. 
ter, was hanged at 10:55 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

It was during a general quarrel among a 
number of families on July 4. 1892,that Frank 
Helmstetter, aged 26, received a knife wound 
from which he died, and Angelo ana Joseph 
Seappe, brothers and Italians by birth, were 
in September, 1892, convicted of the murder 
in the first degree, and in November sen- 
tenced to death. 

The parties resided at Matilda and Yew 
streets, East End, and were celebrating the 
4th of July. First the women folks began to 
quarrel. Frank Helmstetter interfered in 
behalf of hig wife, Ida, and during the 
quarrel Joseph Seappe appeared and as- 
sisted his wife. A general fight ensued, 
drawing a large crowd, among which was 
Angelo Seappe, who immediately entered 
the pitched battle. Knives, pistols and 
glasses were the weapons used and Helm- 
stetter rece!ved mortal wounds. 

The Seappe brotliers were arrested and 
Mrs. Helmstetter testified that the two Ital- 
fans had done the fatal stabbing. Tho 
Seappes were penniless, and M. D. Rose, the 
Italian interpreter, and other prominent 
Italians interested themselves in the case 
and formed committees in nearly all the 
leading cities of the country to aid in the de- 
fense of the two brothers. New York, Phila- 
deiphia, Pit tsburg and Ohicago coutributed 


to the fund and in a short time $1,000 was 


raised among the Italians of these cities. 
Maj. Montooth and three other attorneys 
were employed to defend the Italians, and 
one of th e hardest fought legal battles tn the 
history of the county was the resuit. The bon 
case being lost in the lower courts, the de- 


fending attorneys asked for a new trial on a 


writ ot error. This was refused and the case 
was then taken to the Supreme Court, meet - 
ing with the same fate there. The Pardon
